Challenged Action 

As to sending U. S. troops to the 
border, Collins said: 

"When we asked him, chill (ris- 
ing his doing this, he said he did 
It because of military necessity." 

By "we." Collins mesnt himself 
and the other members of the joint 
chiefs of staff— the top military 
command in Washington. 

Collins said the Joint chiefs "did 
not countermand" MacArthur on 
the troops since "the action had 
already been taken." But he cslled 
It "*a apeciiie examples ..of a viola- 
tion or military orders. 

Collins backed up both the dis- 
missal of MacArthur and the ad- 
ministration's Korean war strategy. 
Bisks too Great 

He contended MscArtbur's pro- 
posals would "not be worth the in- 
creased" risk of plunging the coun- 
try Into a' major war for which it 
la "not prepared." 

In response to question, Collins 
told the senators, however, he be- 
lieves "we have sufficient forces" to 
light a holding "action agilnrt IWsjr. 
sis. in the far east and Alaska, but 
not in Europe. 

Collins declined to discuss the new 
plan of campaign being prepared 
for the Korean war. He said only 
that "a definite new dlrecUve" will 
bo issued "shortly."

WASHINGTON, May 25 (/P>— The United States hinted today it has made first testa of some kind of a hydrogen bomb 
—perhaps ol a "baby bomb" variety — and said they were successful. 

The language of the announcement was guarded. But it seemed to indicate this nation is at least well on the way to per- 
fecting the most powerful weapon the world has ever known, Announcing that a series of atomic tests had been "suc- 
cessfully carried out" at the super-secret Eniwetok provuig"

SOVIET IDEAS ON TREATY 
It la not surprising that nothing came of 
the Soviet union's latest proposals for a Jap- 
anese peace parley. The whole thing roll flat 
became these proposals, as usual, were 
honeycombed with traps, 
To begin with, the Russians complained 
— thftt-current-Amorlcah _cf f orts-to - achle ve-a- 
treaty without them were "illegal." Since the 
_ Kremlin broke up the peace conferences 
which Included^ Soviet representatives, this 
protest had an empty sound. 

In their latest pretense, thB Russians want- 
ed a meeting- to Include the foreign ministers 
of V. B., Britain. Russia and red China. This 
obviously leJt out such countries as the Phil- 
ippines, New Zealand and Australia which 
contributed a gre at de al more to the defeat of 
Japan" than dlOhTBov'let Union'. - ' 
Lest It be forgotten! the Russians fought 
the Japanese for exactly-one week — the final 
week of the war when the Japs were already 
licked and looking for a way to surrender. For 
Moscow to attempt to dictate who should sit 
at the peace table was sheer gall. 

The Russian note to the American govern- 
ment said It Is "perfectly obvious" that a 
treaty drawn without red China's participa- 
tion Is Impossible. Actually, It's the other way 
around. Enough has been seen of communist 
negotiations to make it . abundantly clear 
that there would never bo a satisfactory 
treaty so long as the reds were allowed to 
have a say In Its drafting. 

Further proor of that may be found In the 
terms the Russians suggested for the Jap 
treaty. High on the list was a ban of any for- i 
elgn state maintaining troops or military 
bases in Japan. In preliminary negotiations 
with John Foster Dulles, the Japanese already 
have Indicated a desire to have the United 
ptatpH maintain bases In , their home Islands

as a safeguard against possible communist 
attack. 

The Russians also proposed that Japan 
"not enter any coalition against one of the 
states taking part with Its armed forces In 
the war against militaristic Japan." 

This means the Japs would be barred from 
aiding with the free nations In any broad 
conflict with either China or Russia or both, 
m fact, the Soviet note declared that the 
V. B. has already Illegally compelled Japan, 
as an ocoupled natlon, to support "armed in- 
tervention In Korea." 

This country would be the first to admit, 
of course, that It had no thought when It 
signed the Japanese surrender document of 
using Japan as a base far military operations 
In Korea or anywhere else. But Just exactly 
wb6 Is to blame for the fact that this became 
necessary? 

If we're going to discuss what Is Illegal, 
let's start with the Russian-Inspired com- 
munist Invasion of South Korea. Eliminate 
that and the, p. 8. would undoubtedly still" be 
managing a relatively uneventful occupation 
of Japan. 

The newest Soviet proposals probably were 
not meant to be taken seriously by us. But 
perhaps Moscow is entertaining the Idea that 
Britain might be tempted.

The two principals in this unfortunate controversy 
have stated- their positions frankly.
